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Mum’s disgust after son 
sat exam in a ‘cupboard’ 


‘Replacement room’ so 
small teacher monitoring 
Charlie, 11, had to sit 
outside with door open

A Harlow mum has claimed that 
her 11-year-old son was made to 
sit his exams in a cupboard after 
being removed from class. 

Mum-of-three Donna Golding, 
who has already taken her two 
daughters out of Purford Green 
Primary School in the town, says 
she is at breaking point after the 
treatment of her boy Charlie. 

She said: “It is disgusting and 
that is an understatement. 

“You wouldn’t even do it to a 
dog.” 

Charlie was excited to sit his 
exams on Monday last week (May 
14), but Donna says that when he 
arrived at school to begin his 
tests, a teacher asked him to come 
out of the classroom. 

The replacement room where 
Charlie was seated to complete 
his SATs exams was in fact a 
‘storage cupboard’ near to the 
school office and was so small that 
the teacher monitoring him had 
to “sit on the floor outside with 
the door open”. 

Donna, 34, said: “I was excited 
for him and a little bit nervous, he 
has worked really hard. 

“He came home from school 
and told me the exams were easier 
than he thought, but he sat them 
in a little cupboard by the 
office.” 

Donna emailed the headteacher 
to find out why this happened, as 
her son does not have any learn¬ 
ing difficulties or require addi¬ 
tional support, and warned 
Charlie to refuse if he was asked 
to leave the classroom again. 

The next day, Charlie told his 


mum that three different teachers 
tried to coax him out of class. 

“The head teacher responded to 
my email saying she is sorry I feel 
this way,” Donna added. 

“I asked her how putting my 
son in a cupboard is supportive 
but I haven’t had a response. 

“A teacher had to sit in the 
doorway of the cupboard. It 
wasn’t big enough for her and she 
had her back to my son. 

“He said she was gossiping and 
chatting with staff in the office. 
How is this supportive? I have no 
idea.” 

She said that Charlie doesn’t 
require any additional support 
and has not been assessed by an 
educational psychologist. 

In the response to Donna’s 
email, Emma Bloomfield, 
headteacher of Purford Green 
Primary School, said: “I’m sorry 
you feel this way. 

Support 

“Charlie and some other chil¬ 
dren in the class were given their 
own room to work in for the SATs 
to support them. 

“However I have notified the 
SATs administrator that you 
would not like Charlie to receive 
this support for the rest of the 
test.” 

Donna and her husband, David, 
who live near Bush Fair in Har¬ 
low, are still waiting for a 
response from the school as to 
why the incidents have 
happened and the reasons behind 
them. 

“My concern is my son,” Donna 
said. 

“I am at breaking point and I 
don’t know what to do.” 


Miss Bloomfield, Headteacher of 
Purford Green Primary School, 
said in a statement: "We are 
obviously saddened to hear Mrs 
Golding has decided to go to 
the press despite the long 
running dialogue between the 
school and the family. 

"As is always the case in any 


such incident it would not be 
right for the school to talk in 
public about specific young 
people or their families. Throughout 
the last few weeks the school 
has had at least weekly 
communication with the family 
via email and had several 
meetings. We were obviously 


upset that the family decided to 
remove two of the three children 
they had at Purford Green some 
months ago and have reflected 
at length on what we could have 
done to avoid Mrs Golding 
making this decision. The school 
is committed to supporting all 
children to succeed at their own 


highest level and will take 
whatever steps are necessary to 
do so. The Trust that oversees 
the running of Purford Green 
have made contact with Mrs 
Golding to plan how we can 
best support Charlie, and the 
other children in his class, over 
his last few weeks at the school."

Inspirational 32-year-old overcame teenage alcoholism and depression to excel 


Drinking at just 13, 
school leaver at 14,

A HARLOW woman has changed 
her life of alcoholism and depres¬ 
sion and become a qualified doc¬ 
tor. 

Jo Barton, 32, who now lives in 
Sawbridgeworth, left school in 
Harlow at the age of 14 without 
any GCSEs or qualifications to 
her name. 

She then entered a “pit of 
depression” where she drank on a 
daily basis and descended into 
being a “nightmare teen”. 

“We didn’t have my mum about 
as she was in the hospital being 
sectioned,” explained Jo. 

“My teenage years are where it 
all went wrong really. 

“I left school at 14, halfway 
through Year 10, and I ended up 
skipping a lot and I wasn’t living 
at home. 

Drinking 

“I got into alcohol at an early 
age - about 13 - and I was drinking 
every single day. 

“I think I was probably 
depressed but I didn’t know it at 
the time. 

“I turned to alcohol and then I 
began to rebel and that got me 
into lots of trouble as a teen¬ 
ager.” 

Jo’s mum suffered with bipolar 
disorder, although these days she 
is coping much better with it. 

Her dad had moved away from 
the area so she says she and her 
sister were often left to their own 
devices. 

However, after years of depres¬ 
sion and gaining a “reputation” 
in Harlow, she sought a clean 
break and new life. 

As a result she started scouting 
around for any job she could 
find.

“I kept thinking I couldn’t do 
that for my mum and I was quite 
depressed in Harlow,” said Jo. 

“I think I wanted to start a new 
life because I had a reputation - it 
was either that or staying 
depressed. 

“I got my first job at 17 at a 
restaurant in Great Dunmow. 

“It only lasted four weeks 
because I was a really bad wait¬ 
ress. 

“It was my first job, it was long 
hours, and they fired me after four 
weeks.” 

Despite the brief nature of her 
very first role, the restaurant job 
wasn’t all bad for Jo as she met 
her partner there, who she is still 
with 15 years later. 

Without any qualifications, and 
a relatively empty CV, Jo 
explained that she eventually 
turned to looking at healthcare 
jobs. 

The reason being was that they 
were advertised as not requiring 
any previous experience and soon 
she managed to land a job as a 
health care assistant at St Cath-

erine’s Care Home in Brox- 
bourne. 

Furthermore, while working 
she could also train towards her 
National Vocational Qualifica¬ 
tion (NVQ) in care. 

In her two years at the care 
home Jo managed to achieve her 
NVQ as well as getting key skills 
in English and maths. 

Whilst at the care home Jo said 
her confidence grew but she soon 
started wanting more and set 
about finding a path into hospital 
care. 

She managed to get a part time 
job on an X-ray ward at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and landed a 
place on an access to nursing 
course at a college in Enfield, 
North London. 

However, because of the finan¬ 
cial constraints Jo ended up work¬ 
ing for 60 hours a week as she 
tried to balance work with her 
studies. 

“You don’t really get support in 
college and I just got on with it,” 
she explained. 

“I had about one meal a day and 


Jo worked roughly 60 hours a 
week while at college 

that’s effectively how I survived. 

“There were lots of times I 
wanted to quit but if I did that 
then I would have got nothing. 

She added: “My final year was a 
very tough year for me. 

“My mum had been well for a 
few years but she got taken off of 
tablets and she got sectioned 
again. 

“I was commuting each way 
trying to visit my mum but also 
studying for my final exams.” 

Despite the tough nature of her 
college years Jo managed to pass 
her exams but her graduation day 
was spoiled as her mum was 
unable to attend due to anxiety 
attacks. 

After a surgeon at Princess 
Alexandra let her watch a number 
of surgeries Jo subsequently fell 
in love with medicine and focused 
on her next goal - becoming a 
doctor. 

She found an access to medi¬ 
cine course but required maths 
and English GCSE’s so she had to 
do them via home learning. 

Once she completed her two 



GCSE’s she was accepted onto the 
course and moved to Norwich. 

She then applied for a uni¬ 
versity place to study medicine, 
but failed to be accepted. 

Instead, she was accepted for a 
biomedicine course, but didn’t 
feel it suited her at all, so once 
again applied for a degree in 
medicine. 

Jo was accepted onto a six-year 
degree at St George’s Hospital in 
London where she graduated 
from three years ago. 

Now she is currently working 
in accident and emergency at 
Princess Alexandra hospital in 
Harlow, and she has already set 
her mind on her next task - to 
become a GP. 

“I felt like I needed a better 
work life balance so I decided to 
apply for GP training. 

“I was working nights and I 
didn’t want to do that for the rest 
of my life.” 

Jo’s journey has not been 
without its struggles. 

But regardless of that, she 
wants to use her personal journey 


as an inspiration to others. 

“I just want people to know that 
if you come from nothing there 
are options if you are willing to 
put the effort in,” she said. 

“It’s just staying focused and 
staying in education. 

“It was a struggle and I am not 
going to tell anyone it is easy - I 
used to study for my exams on the 
Central Line! 

“It’s the way that you think 
about it. Always, what was in my 
head was, if I don’t do this then it’s 
all gone and I am back to square 
one. If I give up then I am going to 
be left with nothing.” 

“If I had a normal life, and I 
went to school, I don’t know what 
I would be doing now,” she added. 
“I kind of found medicine and I 
don’t think I would have found it if 
I had a normal life. 

“I am quite good with depressed 
patients and that’s because of my 
past. I am not your average doctor, 
as I’m quite common, and I think 
that helps. I just hope that other 
people can see it the way I thought 
it was.”

Councillor’s 


eye cut while 
breaking up 
fight in street

A HEROIC councillor was left 
with a black eye and a gouge on 
his eyelid after he was allegedly 
bitten, punched and threatened 
while trying to break up a brawl 
outside a pub in Sawbridge- 
worth. 

Councillor William Mortimer 
was driving to pick up some din¬ 
ner at a nearby fish and chip shop 
on Friday (May 18) when he 
noticed a man lying in the road 
outside the George IV pub on 
Knight Street. 

After stopping to offer his help, 
the councillor — who represents 
Sawbridgeworth on East Herts 
District Council — was set upon 
by two other men, both of whom a 
witness describes as being “phys¬ 
ically larger than him”. 

Cllr Mortimer explained: “I 
was driving down Knight Street 
going to Rumbles to get some din¬ 
ner when I saw there was some 


guy on the floor and others stood 
around him. 

“I’m first aid qualified so I 
stopped to see if he needed help, 
but as I was walking towards him 
I saw two guys fighting. 

“One guy had a huge bubble on 
the side of his face where he had 
been hit. 

“You see these things in comics 
and think it is never like that in 
real life, but it was literally just a 
huge bubble. 

“I said to them ‘cut it out or I’m 
calling the police’ and they turned 
on me. 

“They were giving it all ‘who 
the f*** are you, what’s it got to do 
with you?’ so I said ‘I’m the dis¬ 
trict councillor responsible for 
this ward, that’s who I am’.” 

The witness described how Cllr 
Mortimer had been “assaulted 
several times”, sworn at and 
threatened, while the councillor 
himself claims he was punched 
while on the phone to the police. 

Having worked as a doorman in 


his previous career, Cllr Mor¬ 
timer says he has experience 
breaking up fights, but that it was 
“uncommon” to see such beha¬ 
viour on the streets of Sawbridge¬ 
worth. 

Following the altercation, he 
discovered that he had suffered a 
cut to his left eye, which he 
believes was caused when a blow 
to the face pushed his glasses into 
his eye socket, breaking them in 
the process. 

He continued: “I made myself a 
target by saying I was going to call 
the police. 

Doorman 

“I’m quite a stocky guy so I can 
handle myself — I used to be a 
doorman and I’ve done martial 
arts before. 

“One guy was trying to bite me 
and was hitting me repeatedly. 

“I was doing pressure points on 
him but it was having no effect. He 
was clearly wanting to do me a lot 
of damage.

“I didn’t notice the cut until I 
scratched my eye and realised I 
had a gouge from when my glasses 
went into my eye. 

“That was my spare pair as 
well, which is quite annoying as I 
had broken my other ones.” 

The heroic councillor’s night 
went from bad to worse after 
police arrived and he was allowed 
to get on his way — only to find 
that Rumbles Fish Bar had 
closed. 

But despite his injuries, he says 
he is not sorry that he stepped in, 
explaining that he felt compelled 
to offer help where he could. 

“At the end of the day I did what 
any good person would do,” he 
said. 

“Maybe I’ve got more balls than 
brains but I believe strongly in 
what is appropriate behaviour. 

“Brawling in the street is not 


appropriate especially not for the 
guy who was on the floor. Two on 
one is not fair. 

“I saw what was going on and I 
wasn’t going to stand for it.” 

A spokeswoman for Hertford¬ 
shire Constabulary said: “Police 
were called at 9.28pm to reports of 
an altercation outside the George 


IV pub on Knight Street in Saw¬ 
bridgeworth. 

“A man in his 30s was injured 
having attempted to intervene. 

“Two 56-year-old men from 
Sawbridgeworth have been arres¬ 
ted in connection with the invest¬ 
igation and remain in police 
custody at this time.”

Sorry 

Robert Mackley, who is the 
chairman of Great Canfield 
Parish Council, admitted 
that he felt sorry for the people 
in higher positions of council 


that have to deal with these 
types of incidents. 

The 51-year-old, from Bacon 
End, said: “We have had a 
problem in the past six months 
as we have had four large fly- 
tipping incidents within the 
village. 

“We cannot do anything about 
this at our level, but people at 
higher levels can start to 
introduce things as a deterrent.” 

Mr Mackley added: “There are 
lots of incidents like this and it 
must cost Uttlesford District 
Council, so I feel sorry for them 
as it costs them a lot of money to 
clear it. 


“I can’t tell you why it is 
happening, but what I do know is 
that it is a blight on our very 
pretty village.” 

A spokesman for Uttlesford 
District Council said: “The 
council was made aware of a fly- 
tip near Bacon End this morning 
and a crew from Street Services 
has inspected the site. 

“As it is causing a serious 
blockage on the road the team 
has arranged for a contractor to 
clear the fly-tip on Thursday 
morning. 

“Our enforcement team will 
also investigate the fly-tip to try 
and identify the perpetrator.”

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Partnership sought in a bid to 
forge lucrative links with China 

Airport, business leaders and politicians from Eastern England look to the East

STANSTED Airport has begun 
talks to create a new air link with 
China in a bid to increase trade 
ties with the East of England. 

Airport representatives, busi¬ 
ness leaders and politicians met 
for the first time to discuss their 
plans on creating a partnership to 
boost investment opportunities. 

The East of England-China 
Forum will be membership-based 
and open to all companies and 
organisations wanting to 
strengthen ties between China 
and the region. 

In 2016, the combined value of 
imports and exports between the 
East of England and China was 
valued at £4.3 billion. 

The partnership is hoping to 
improve on this and mirror a 
similar coalition that has already 
proved successful in Manchester. 

That deal, between Manchester 
Airport, local government, tour¬ 
ism agencies, universities and 
businesses helped to secure direct 
links to both Hong Kong in 2014 
and Beijing in 2016. 

Overtake 

And with the Beijing route 
alone helping exports from the 
north of England to China 
increase by 260 per cent to £200 
million per month, there is cer¬ 
tainly a lot of optimism surround¬ 
ing the East of England 
equivalent. 

Ken O’Toole, Stansted Airport 
chief executive, said: “As China 
becomes an increasingly import¬ 
ant force in 21st century global 
trade, it is of paramount import¬ 
ance that the East of England, 
plus north and east London, has 
in place a clear strategy that 
allows it to nurture long-term eco¬ 
nomic ties with the country. 

“In the next few years China is 
expected to overtake the USA to 
become the biggest aviation mar¬ 
ket in the world,. 

“And together with a relaxation 
of visa and flight restrictions for 
Chinese visitors, now is the time 
for the region to come together to 
secure new direct links between 


our region and China,” Mr 
O’Toole added. 

“We know there is significant 
demand for Chinese destinations 
and are confident we can secure 
new links over the next years, but 
it is crucial we build a strong 
coalition of businesses, universit¬ 
ies, tourism agencies and local 
government to demonstrate the 
size of the opportunity to air¬ 
lines.” 

Councillor Kevin Bentley, of the 
East of England Local Govern¬ 
ment Association and deputy 
leader of Essex County Council, 


said: “A new direct air link to 
China from Stansted will signi¬ 
ficantly boost the Essex and 
regional economies and we are 
delighted to be contributing the 
resources of Essex County Coun¬ 
cil’s specialist China business 
advisory team at Essex Interna¬ 
tional to help in the creation of the 
East of England-China Business 
Forum.” 

At the inaugural meeting of the 
forum, representatives from East 
of England and London busi¬ 
nesses, business groups, county 
councils, East of England Local 


Government Association, tour¬ 
ism agencies and universities 
agreed to build on their relation¬ 
ships in China. 

They also want to provide a 
focus for organisations looking to 
increase their connectivity with 
China and to encourage more 
businesses to explore opportun¬ 
ities in China. 

The Forum will also leverage 
local and national assets in order 
to develop these areas. 

Scott Goodfellow, director of 
Tiptree-based Wilkin and Sons, 
renowned for its jam, said: 


“Wilkin and Sons flies the flag for 
Britain around the world, with a 
significant and growing market 
in China attracted by our unique 
and quintessential^ British 
products.

“Securing a direct link to China 
from Stansted, our local airport, 
would support our export ambi¬ 
tions, encourage local tourism, 
and save valuable time commut¬ 
ing around the M25.”

Leader: ‘We cannot go back to before’

THE leader of Essex County 
Council has said the Grenfell 
Tower tragedy is a “salutary 
reminder we cannot go back” as 
as series of safety recommend¬ 
ations were implemented. 

A total of 14 recommendations 
into fire safety following the 
Grenfell Tower fire have now 
either been implemented or 
are in the process of being 
implemented. 

These included introducing 
arrangements for Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service to be 
invited to be involved at an early 
stage in the building design pro¬ 
cess for projects with a capital 
value in excess of £2 million and 
ensuring appropriate steps are 
taken to address fire safety issues 
in high-rise buildings fitted with 
potentially hazardous cladding. 

Report 

A report commissioned by 
Essex County Council following 
the 2017 Grenfell Tower tragedy 
and published on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 26, recommended a series of 
actions for the council to imple¬ 
ment to improve the fire safety of 
Essex County Council property 
and third-party owned buildings. 

Former chief fire officer for Suf¬ 
folk and Berkshire, Andy Fry 
OBE, chaired a cross-party 
review of the authority’s property 
estate, investigating building 
cladding and general fire safety 
standards following the fire that 
claimed the lives of 72 people. 

Other key recommendations 
for the council included guidance 
to all council-maintained schools 
and third-party run residential 
care homes to make sure the 
implications of potentially haz¬ 
ardous cladding are assessed, 
managed and shared with other 
schools and clear arrangements

“DEAD bits of land” next to 
major road schemes should be 
looked at to create specific 
transit areas to help move on 
travellers from unauthorised 
encampments, a leading Essex 
councillor has said. 

Essex County Council cabinet 
member Susan Barker made the 
comments at the Essex 
Countywide Traveller Unit Joint 
Committee ahead of the 
announcement of the new A120 


route, between Braintree and the 
A12, on June 8. 

The committee heard that 
travellers could be transferred to 
a transit site from any part of 
Essex to expedite their removal 
from unauthorised sites. 

A transit site in Essex may 
mirror the Hertfordshire County 
Council-owned transit site with 
space for 15 pitches operating in 
South Mimms - that councillors 
described as “bleak and horrible”. 


Susan Barker said: “No one 
wants a transit site but 
traditionally these are adjacent 
to major roads. 

“I am not wishing it on 
Braintree or Harlow but I do 
think that major road schemes 
like that do potentially give the 
opportunity for there to be dead 
bits of land and I do think we 
have to be realistic about the 
idea that one of these schemes 
may throw up something.”

THE simple answer to this 
question is, not enough. 

As the population of the 
country continues to grow at 
an alarming rate the 
pressure on all public 
services, infrastructure and 
housing grows with it. 

Massive house-building 
programmes across the 
country inevitably mean 
increasing pressure to build 
homes in the countryside 
and in particular on green 
belt land. 

This is evidenced by the 


HARLOW ALLIANCE 


Local Plans of Harlow 
District Council, Epping 
Forest District Council and 
East Herts District Council 
which include the building 
of thousand of homes in this 
area, much of it on green 
belt land. 

The lack of housing is a 
complex issue and one that 
cannot be overcome by 
simply building more 
homes. 

Many people from across 
the political spectrum now 
believe that radical changes 



are needed if this shortage 
is to be overcome. 

Some of the ways to 
achieve this include: Giving 
more powers to local 
authorities to deal with 
owners purchasing homes 
seeking an investment but 
leaving them empty for 
many years; banning 
foreign investors from 
purchasing homes; giving 
incentives to house builders 
to build homes suitable for 
older and disabled people 
who could then downsize 


and finally; and reducing 
stamp duty so that more 
people are financially able to 
move. 

Whatever happens 
regarding the construction of 
new homes, it is imperative 
that careful consideration is 
given to the effect they have 
on the existing town and it’s 
residents. 

It should also ensure that 
existing and proposed 
infrastructure supports an 
acceptable lifestyle for those 
who live here.

Helping visually impaired 
people across the county 



SUPPORT 4 Sight assists 
visually impaired people in 
maintaining both their 
independence and quality of 
life. 

The charities aim is to 
support local people 
throughout Essex and 
surrounding areas to cope 
positively with their sight 
loss. 

The team also works to 
prevent avoidable sight loss 
and to raise awareness of the 
reality of living with sight 
difficulties. 

The charity launched a 
Glaucoma Support Group at 
the end of March, the group 
started at 5pm and took 
place at The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, in the 
Parndon Hall. 

The Group is facilitated by 
a consultant, doctor and 
specialist nurse from the 
Glaucoma clinic whilst 
offering support from the 
Glaucoma Association, 
volunteers and our Support 4 
Sight Community Support 
Worker, Vanessa Cowell. 

The frequency will be 
decided by the group 
attendees. 

The support group will be 
available for anyone affected 
by Glaucoma and their 
families to access advice and 
guidance while meeting 
others who have been 
similarly diagnosed. 

Graham Hawkes, who uses 
the service said “The thing is 


with Glaucoma, it is known 
as the silent thief of sight, as 
it causes a build-up of 
pressure in the eyes which 
damages the optic nerve. 
Glaucoma is a slow painless 
condition that gradually 
damages your sight. 
Unfortunately, because it is 
optic nerve damage, once 
the damage is done there is 
no cure for this.” 

Graham who was 
signposted to the charity 
after finding himself 
unemployed and suffering 
from Glaucoma. He went 
onto volunteer and is now 
employed by the Charity as 
Services Coordinator. 

“Best of all, I no longer live 
a lie! I don’t have to try and 
hide in the background and 
be anonymous any longer, 
although those habits a hard 
to break sometimes, now I 
can just be myself” 

Support 4 Sight has a wide 
range of services to meet the 
needs of people with sight 
loss. Our services are there 
to improve the quality of life 
for children and adults of 
any age. 

Resource Centres are 
located in Saffron Walden 
and Chelmsford. 

We also operate Outreach 
mornings, Eye Clinic

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So is this 
how Harlow 
got its 
name then? 


FOR me, learning about 
Harlow as a settlement takes 
me back to my GCSE 
geography lessons, sitting in 
Mr Summerville’s class at St 
Mark’s School, next to what 
felt like an industrial-sized 
radiator. 

We were using Harlow as 
an example of settlement 
development from small, 
isolated farms and hamlets 
to its current New Town 
status. 

While doing so, Sir went 
on to talk about the origins 
of Harlow and explained the 
name - a modernised 
version of “Haerlowe” which 
meant “meeting place on a 
hill”. Now as an historian, 
I’ve come to know this in 
more detail as well as the 
other spellings and phrases 
that were used to describe 
the town where we live. 

To understand the naming 
of Harlow we have to 
consider two particular 
aspects in the area, 
Stanegrove (Standing Grove) 
hill and the Roman 
conquests in AD 43. The hill, 
like in many early 
settlements, represents an 
important aspect in its 
ability to protect from the 


wind and rain as well as 
afford a vantage point to 
spot any potential invaders 
from neighbouring tribes. It 
can also represent hierarchy 
with important meetings and 
decisions being made above 
the rest of the settlement. 
Giving importance to the hill 
correlates with the nearby 
land, with it often being used 
for pagan rituals and 
enclosed shrines even as the 
Romans occupied the land 
and made it their own over a 
period of 400 years. 

The temple to Minerva 
assimilated the site and 
developed into a full 
enclosed temple with walls, 
gates, outhouses (for visitors 
and their offerings not a 
bathroom) which became a 
hub of activity for the area. 
The Romans are thought to 
call the site of Harlow 
“Temple Hill”, but according 
to the book “History of 
Harlow” by the Harlow 
Development Corporation, 
Temple Hill isn’t necessarily 
a settlement at this point but 
more a point of interest 
amongst a couple Roman 
villas. Once we get to the 5th 
century and the rule of the 
Anglo-Saxons, that’s when

we start to properly see 
Harlow and various other 
locations and phrases make 
their appearance. 

Although the Saxons 
adopted Christianity, they 
still found use in using the 
site at Stangrove to conduct 
religious ceremony and 
discuss local news. This is 
where we see the Roman 
“Temple Hill” become 
“Hearg-Low” which bears 
similarities to the above 
“Haerlowe”. However, we 


know that the Saxons used 
the word “moot” for 
meetings and discussions 
which is present in places 
such as “Mootbury” (now 
Mulberrry Green) and Moot 
House/Hall. Mootbury was 
known as the central 
meeting place for the local 
tribes within the kingdom of 
Essex, with the full stretch of 
land being known as the 
Hundred of Harlow (a term 
used to describe a ex¬ 
directory like document in 


future). The Saxon phrasing 
doesn’t stop there, with 
places like “The Hoo” having 
links back to this time in 
Harlow’s past. 

The landscape of Harlow 
would go on to be adapted 
and named after future 
civilisations (Normans, 
Tudors, etc) but the name of 
our town would continue to 
remain into today’s world. 
Next time you find yourself 
thinking about Harlow, spare 
a thought for the heritage 


behind a name and maybe 
even work it into a pub quiz 
from time to time.

BUSINESSMAN Graham 
Ellis, 68, is busy preparing 
for his next charity 
challenge, in which he will 
walk 315 miles along the 
South West Coastal Path to 
raise funds for the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution. 

This will be Graham’s 38th 
consecutive annual charity 
challenge since he started 
raising monies for worthy 
causes, when he ran the very 
first London Marathon in 
1981 for the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow. 

His charity challenges have 
included cycling 3,000 miles 
across the USA, cycling from 
Lands End to lohn O’Groats, 
climbing Mount Kilimanjaro, 
walking 100 miles across the 
Sahara desert and trekking to 
Machu Picchu. 

Graham has raised to date 
over £500,000 for various 
local and national charities 
and was awarded the British 
Empire Medal (BEM) in the 
Queen’s New Year Honours 


List in 2014 for his services 
to charity. 

Graham will be starting his 
walk at Lizard Point in 
Cornwall on May 30 arriving 
in Poole, Dorset on June 30. 
He will be passing 8 lifeboat 
stations en route and will be 
inviting lifeboat crews to join 
him on various sections of 
the walk. 

Since 1824 RNLI crews 
have saved 142,000 lives.

OPTOMETRIST Talha 
Newsar from Specsavers in 
Harlow has returned from 
Ghana where he helped to 
improve the eyesight of 
disadvantaged people. 

The 24-year-old travelled 
to the town of Kumasi as 
part of the charity Vision Aid 
Overseas, after raising £1,700 
in donations from staff and 
the community. He was 
based in a university helping 
to train students and also 
visited local villages to test 
people aged from three to 90 
years old. 

Talha, who has worked at 
Specsavers in Harlow since 
he qualified in 2016, said: “I 
became an optometrist 
because it is a profession 
which combines technical 
skills and healthcare, while 
allowing me to help people 
with eye-related problems, 
and also gives me an 
opportunity to build 
relationships with my team 
and customers.

Overseas combined all of 
those things perfectly, and it 
was an amazing experience.” 

Each day Talha and the 
team tested more than 100 
people, working in 39 degree 
conditions, providing glasses 
to those that needed them 
and training the students on 
how to perform eye tests. He 
said: “The heat was difficult 
to get used to. I’d never 
worked in conditions like 
that before but meeting all 
the students and staff in 
Ghana made the whole 
experience worthwhile. I 
would definitely do it again. 

“Now that I am more 
experienced, I will be better 
prepared and have the 
opportunity to go as a team 
leader next time.”

As predicted, I chickened out 


I ALWAYS wanted to be able to 
drop into a place and for the 
owners to say "The usual?” 

I would only ever have wanted 
it to work that way round. You 
never ask for "the usual” I saw a man 
walk into a pub once and ask for "the 
usual” and then have to explain to 
the barmaid what his usual was. 

It's impossible to come back from 
that. It's the hospitality business 
equivalent of coming up with your 
own nickname or liking your own 
posts on Facebook. 

I always thought it would make me 
feel like James Bond, or the late Sir 
David Frost, or Rihanna, a cut above 
the other customers, who are just a 
faceless mass. 

I was very wrong. 

Over the past six months or so, I 
have been frequenting a small 
Korean takeaway. It's a little treat on 
a Friday evening. If you have never 
tried Korean food, it basically keeps 
all the things you like about East 
Asian food, discards all the things 
you don't like about East Asian food, 
and adds mayonnaise and crispy 
fried chicken. I blame the Americans. 
After a couple of successful meals, I 


found a dish on the menu that is like 
the ambrosia of the gods. It's a sort of 
crispy chicken with a spicy sauce 
served with vegetables and rice, and 
as I write that down I realise it sounds 
like 93% of all food sold in Chinese 
takeaways, but it is so much better 
than that. 

It was love at first sight. I didn't 
know that chicken and rice could 
work so well together.

maintain some sort of anonymity for 
the takeaway in the fairly safe 
expectation that the owners do not 
read this column, I will call it Bang 
Tidy Chicken. 

It got to the point where I would 
wake on Friday mornings and be 
excited that I would be having Bang 
Tidy Chicken that evening. It would 
literally be my first thought, or my 
second if my first was "Oh, great, I've 
just knocked my glass of water over 
my phone. I need rice. Oooh, that 
reminds me..." 

Sometimes I would go into the 
takeaway and look at the board and 
think, "You know what, Gary, maybe 
there are other dishes on this menu 
that you would like just as much as 
Bang Tidy Chicken. You should 
branch out. This is how Brexit 
happened." 

But Bang Tidy Chicken would 
always win out, its gravitational pull 
was too great. Even if I'd decided to 
go for a katsu bibimbap, my mouth 
would form the words "Bang Tidy 
Chicken” saving me from myself.

"I wanted, erm, 
erm...” I scanned the menu wildly 
and picked a dish at random. 


I took it back to the office and 
tucked in. It was fine. If I'd never had 
Bang Tidy Chicken I'd probably have 
been pleased. But it wasn't Bang Tidy 
Chicken, not even close. 

Still, I had wrong-footed the owner. 
And when I went in to the takeaway 
over the next few weeks, he did not 
take for granted the fact I wanted 
Bang Tidy Chicken, even though I 
definitely ordered it. 

But the following week he did it 
again, as I walked through the door. 
"Bang Tidy Chicken?" he said, 
somehow making the question mark 
at the end of that query into an 
exclamation mark. 

Shame made me buy a different 
meal.

Nurullah (Ali Badshah) in The Breadwinner 

THE BREADWINNER (12A) 

Hope takes root in the barren wilderness of 
present-day Afghanistan in Nora Twomey's 
beguiling drama, which was deservedly 
nominated as Best Animated Feature at this 
year's Academy Awards. 

Based on the book by Deborah Ellis, The 
Breadwinner is a beautifully crafted and deeply 
moving celebration of the fragile human spirit 
as seen through the tear-filled eyes of a family 
struggling to make ends meet under a brutal 
regime that subjugates women. 

Twomey's film doesn't shy away from 
depicting the intimidation and punishment of 
female characters including one scene of a 
mother being bludgeoned with a walking stick 
for daring to leave her house without a male 
guardian. 

Violence is meted out off-screen but we hear 
and feel every sickening blow and share the 
victims' sense of injustice that silently rages 
behind their swollen and bruised lips. 

Expressive and vibrant hand-drawn visuals 
alternate between an earthy palette for battle- 
scarred reality and an explosion of retina¬ 
searing colour for the fantastical fables that 
family members share to temporarily salve their 
pain. 

SHOW DOGS (PG) 

Raja Gosnell, director of Beverly Hill Chihuahua, 
collars a buddy cop movie, which is essentially 
Miss Congeniality on four legs, with 
dysfunctional canines replacing the beauty 
queens. 

Show Dogs is a shaggy dog tale of 
questionable pedigree that will probably delight 
very young audiences, who might gurgle with 
glee at the sight of a Rottweiler (voiced by Chris 
"Ludacris" Bridges) sneakily breaking wind 
while its unsuspecting owner (Will Arnett) is 
soaping its rear. 

Anyone with an age in double digits will be 
less enthralled, and grateful that this 
preposterous undercover sting at one of the 
world's most prestigious animal shows only 
wags its tail for 92 minutes. 

THE LITTLE VAMPIRE (U) 

Richard Claus and Karsten Kiilerich's computer- 
animated adaptation of the children's book 
series penned by Angela Sommer-Bodenburg 
doesn't quite hammer a stake through the heart 
of beloved source material... but it comes close. 

Bolted together with outlandish action 
sequences and a sense of humour unabashedly 
aimed at younger audiences, The Little Vampire 
desiccates a familiar yarn of friendship and 
acceptance between two boys - one mortal, the 
other fanged. 

Pop culture references will sail over the heads 
of children, who will be more interested in an 
udderly ridiculous vampiric cow, which offers 
dubious comic relief by dive-bombing the film's 
pitiful archvillain with fresh dung from its back 
side.

SCOUNDREL YEARS 


SOLO: A STAR WARS 
STORY (12A) ★★★★★ 

I f Ryan Johnson’s tour of 
duty with Star Wars 
Episode VIII: The Last Jedi 
propelled George Lucas’s 
saga into a galaxy far, far 
away from the old-fashioned 
charm of the original trilogy, 
Solo: A Star Wars Story 
slingshots at lightspeed in the 
opposite direction. 

Scripted by Jonathan Kasdan 
and father Lawrence, co-writer 
of The Empire Strikes Back and 
Return Of The Jedi, the second 
standalone anthology film after 
Rogue One sketches the 
formative years of the 
charismatic scoundrel Han 
Solo in comforting, broad 
strokes. 

Ron Howard captains the 
hulking ship after director duo 
Phil Lord and Christopher 
Miller were tossed into a 
sarlacc pit over ‘creative 
differences’ a few months into 
production. 

Behind-the-scenes turmoil 
hasn’t manifested noticeably 
on screen. 

Howard’s gung-ho romp of 
double-crossing criminals is 
clinical, bookmarked by 
impressively staged set-pieces 
laden with pyrotechnics and 
special effects. 

Solo’s name is emboldened 
in the title but he’s the least 
interesting element and Alden 


Ehrenreich’s performance falls 
short of the smouldering, 
rascally delights of Harrison 
Ford. 

Instead, London-born actress 
Phoebe Waller-Bridge, creator 
of award-winning comedy 
Fleabag, shines brightest 
through the digitally rendered 
gloom as a rebellious droid, 
who is hard-wired to demand 
equal rights for her 
mechanised kin. 

A nifty prologue set on the 
ship building planet Corellia 
illustrates the doomed 
romance of Han (Ehrenreich) 
and sweetheart Qi‘ra (Emilia 
Clarke). 

Three years later, after a cute 
meeting with Wookiee sidekick 
Chewbacca (Joonas Suotamo), 
Han seeks a route back to 


Corellia by hijacking a 
consignment of crystal fuel 
coaxium with thief-for-hire 
Tobias Beckett (Woody 
Harrelson) and his 
accomplices Val (Thandie 
Newton) and Rio (voiced by 
Jon Favreau). 

The heist doesn’t unfold as 
planned and the deflated 
reprobates become indebted to 
Dryden Vos (Paul Bettany), 
leader of the Crimson Dawn 
crime syndicate. 

Thus, Han and Beckett 
reluctantly undertake a more 
dangerous assignment: to steal 
canisters of unrefined coaxium 
from Kessel. 

To accomplish this 
seemingly impossible feat, the 
thieves must wrest the 
Millennium Falcon from

smuggler Lando Calrissian 
(Donald Glover) and his 
deadpan droid L3-37 (Waller- 
Bridge). 

Solo: A Star Wars Story looks 
and feels like a throwback to 
the original canon replete with 
visual nods to Han’s lucky dice 
and the Dejarik holochess 
table. 

The series’ mythology, which 
stretches decades into the 
future after this film concludes, 
severely limits the number of 
characters who can sustain 
serious injury. 

Consequently, there’s scant 
dramatic tension despite the 
efforts of composer John 
Powell to riff noisily on John 
Williams’s recognisable main 
theme. 

A lean script provides a 
smattering of one-liners to 
underscore Han and Chewie’s 
jocular banter and Glover has 
fun with his flirtatious chancer, 
who always deals himself a 
winning hand. 

“I’ve got a good feeling about 
this,” grins Han as he sits in 
the captain’s chair for the first 
time, a neat reversal of Luke 
Skywalker’s famous line in 
Episode IV: A New Hope. 

I harboured similar feelings 
of quiet optimism for 
Howard’s picture but like the 
mighty Millennium Falcon, 
when she emerges from the 
Kessel run, my expectations 
were badly dented.

You have had many hits over 
the years like Me Myself I and 
Love And Affection. Have they 
become part of people's lives? 

THAT'S the great thing about being 
a songwriter, people will say 'Oh, we 
used your song at a very sad time, 
somebody died, it was their 
favourite song, we had to have it 
with them at the funeral.' You can't 
get a bigger compliment than that. 

You get 'We named our child after 
one of your songs.' There's a lot of 
Rosies and Willows out there! 'We 
got married to that song, we met 
through that song, we went to a 
concert and we were both so into 
your music and we hooked up...' 

I get all kinds of stories, all around 
these things that I've written. It's the 
best feeling, I absolutely love it. And 
I do meet these people, because 
they want tell me that 'I'm named 
because of your song,' so I've met 
quite a few of them which is lovely. 

Did you write before you became 
a songwriter? 

I WROTE funny little limericks. But I 
started writing when I was 14 and as 
soon as the piano arrived - my 
mother bought a piano, thought it 
was a great piece of furniture -1 
started writing songs. 

They were lyrics as opposed to 
limericks. I don't remember any of 
the songs from that age, but I know I 
just switched over immediately and 
started writing lyrics. 

Are you a fan of literature? 

I LOVE words. I love reading 
Dickens. I read a lot of Dickens, all 
the classic stuff, Shakespeare and so 
on, just because the words are so 
nice, how it all flows, the language 
that they use. 

Do you know how many songs 
you've written? 

DO you know somebody asked me 
that not so long ago? No, I don't. It's 
hundreds. 

This is the 21st album and I've 
been performing for 46 years. 

There's usually at least 10 on each 
album so there's a lot of songs just 
in the albums. 

How would you describe your 
relationship with your fans? 

IF it wasn't for these wonderful 
people tagging along I wouldn't

have had such a great ride and if I 
didn't have new people coming 
along it wouldn't sustain. People do 
die and people's tastes change. 

Some might think 'Oh, Joan was 
wonderful when she was 26 but now 
she's 67,1 don't think so! That can 
happen, so you can lose people like 
that or because they've just moved, 
or they've had children and their 
focus is on something totally 
different. 

You need the loyal fans, and I'm 
happy to say I have some very loyal 
fans. And I love doing live shows 
because there's always such a great 
mix of people. I'm very lucky. 

Have you been involved in all 
aspects of your new album Not 
Too Far Away? 

PRETTY much, yes. I wrote 
everything, recorded, engineered, 
programmed the drums, I'm 
playing everything, I arranged 
everything, I wrote and arranged all 
the strings and, yes, sang it all, did 
everything. 

But that's just because I can, and I 
love to do it, and it's what I want to 
do. I've always done it. But when it 
comes to the mixing then I always 
work with a mixing engineer 
because I would never want to go 
through that whole process 
completely on my own, I think that 
would be not healthy. You need 
some other ears, you know. 

How would you describe the 
album? 

IT'S positive. I'm a positive person. 

In all my songs the words are pretty 
much positive and the music is 
always up. The music is always 
something that I think will try and 
make you smile. 



Any favourite tracks? 

ONE of my favourites, actually 
they're all my favourites, is the 
piano song, Always In My Dreams. 

I love reading problem pages 
and there's always somebody 
saying 'Oh, I really fancy this guy, 
or I really fancy this girl, and I 
don't know how to approach 
them, and I've said to my friends, 
this is the person I need to 
marry...' But they're never saying 
it to that person, and the advice 
quite often is, just pluck up the 
courage and talk to that person. 

And this song is kind of the 
same thing - if you have some¬ 
body you really want to connect 
with, you can't really afford to 
mess about, you've just got to get 
on with it. 


Do you still enjoy playing the 
big hits live? 

ABSOLUTELY, I look forward to 
playing Love And Affection. I 
would never dream of doing a 
concert where I didn't play Love 
And Affection. Why would I? 
That's the song that got me 
known. So I can sing Love and 
Affection, Me Myself I, Drop The 
Pilot, Willow, Rosie, all the songs, 
and I'll still have time to do all the 
new album!

JAMES BAY - ELECTRIC LIGHT

JAMES BAY, the crooner 
for the hipster genera¬ 
tion, has now released 
his second studio album 
and stepped away from the acoustic 
guitars and into a room of mellow 
soul and rousing gospel voices. 

Wasted on Each Other opens up 
with a dirty guitar riff, his distinctive 
smooth soul sound soars over the 
top, and Pink Lemonade is going to 
be summer radio fodder, with a light 
beat and 1980s-style pop rock guitars 
keeping the track fizzing. 

Wanderlust is a grower, there is 
more than a hint of Fleetwood Mac 
lurking under the melody.

RAY LAMONTAGNE - 
PART OF THE LIGHT 
★★★★★ 

WITH musicality as rich 
and elegant as his 
second name, Ray 
LaMontagne's seventh album Part Of 
The Light is an exciting wander 
through several genres. 

From soul to folk to rock, via a few 
tracks that sound a little Beatles and 
Bowie-esque, the Grammy-winning 
American singer-songwriter has 
produced a small but mighty collec¬ 
tion that only gets better as you tick 
off each track. 

LaMontagne's gravelly vocals stand 
up against the whining guitar riffs 
and seductively soul-scouring sounds 
of standout track As Black As Blood Is 
Blue, which conjures images of being 
in a sweaty, swaying gig venue. 

Rousing, emotive, chunky closer 
Goodbye Blue Sky will have you 
reaching to press play and listen to it 
all over again, right away. 

ASH - ISLANDS 
★★★★★ 

THERE'S often a 
trepidation when bands 
of a certain vintage 
announce new material, 
with concerns over a misguided 
change of direction or an unimagina¬ 
tive regurgitation of a tried and 
tested formula. But no such fear with 
Islands, the seventh studio album 
from Britpop dukes, Ash, which grafts 
a healthy dose of old onto the new. 

Fans of Trailer and 1977-era Ash will 
have their cockles warmed by the 
punk-infused Buzzkill, while Confes¬ 
sions In The Pool offers a slice of 
indie disco. 

There are flavours of Weezer and 
Arctic Monkeys, but the overall sound 
is unmistakably Ash - out on their 
own, still making triumphant records.

After a rocky few years , Twisted Wheel are back. Frontman 
Jonny Brown tells MARTIN NEAL about getting through 
the hard times and making the most of a second chance 


T he Wheel is turning 
again - and it’s 
gathering momentum. 
After trundling down a 
rocky road then 
grinding to a halt in 2014, 
punk-tinted indie rockers 
Twisted Wheel are back on the 
road and making music. 

And for rejuvenated 
frontman Jonny Brown, who 
has battled back from 
homelessness, depression and 
addiction, it’s like starting all 
over again. 

Energetic indie anthems 
such as You Stole The Sun, 
She’s A Weapon and Lucy The 
Castle earned the Oldham 
young guns a glowing 
reputation after they burst 
onto the scene in 2007 and 
they earned high-profile 
support slots as a result. 

It looked like it was all over 
four years ago but, like an early 
surprise from Santa, Twisted 
Wheel appeared again last 
December. With original 
drummer Adam Clarke joining 
Jonny plus new boys Richard 
Allsopp (guitar) and Harry 
Lavin (bass), they’re up and 
running again and making up 
for lost time. 

“Things were topsy turvy for 
a while,” admitted Brown with 
a liberal dose of 
understatement. “But I want to 
get back to what it was like 
before, get some music done 
and not let things get in the 
way. 

“We did some acoustic dates 


and then started to get things 
together. I don’t think we 
really appreciated what he had 
back then. We didn’t have 
much radio airplay but we had 
support slots with people like 
Oasis, Kasabian and Ian Brown 
so we got to play music in 
front of some big crowds. 

“We had a good fan base - 
there were a lot of bands 
who’d have given anything to 
have what we had. 

“But we partied too much 
and things started to crack and 
if you don’t turn it around you 
drive yourself into a big hole. It 
all went to pot. Now I want to 
get back to where we were 
before that.” 

The comeback dates have 
been well received, with Brown 
noticing a lot of younger faces 
in the audience, and the new 
songs have gone down 
encouragingly well. 


“We’ve started off with an 
EP,” explained Brown. “It’s 
three tracks and an outro. We 
haven’t really got the funds for 
a full album because we 
haven’t been working for the 
last few years so we’ve started 
with this - we’ll do some vinyl 
and get some songs on Spotify 
as well. 

“I’ve got an album full of 
new songs though and it’s very 
strong. It starts with the punk 
side of the vibe we had but 
other tracks bring in new 
sounds. There’s some 
psychedelic stuff on there and 
some classic rock that’s like 
Neil Young or Tom Petty. 

“The new songs have gone 
down well when we’ve played 
them. We’ve seen people 
jumping around even though 
they’ve never heard the songs 
before and they’ve been 
singing the chorus by the end.” 


The current tour began last 
month and lasts until July, 
covering the length and 
breadth of the country as the 
band get up close and personal 
in some cosy little venues. 

“The way promoters are 
looking at it, and I’m not 
dissing them,” said Brown, “is 
‘well you’ve been away for a 
long time, are you going to sell 
any tickets?’ 

“Next time we’ll be able to 
demand bigger venues because 
we’ve been selling out venues 
on this tour. 

“I like small venues though. 

It gives you the chance to get 
close to the audience and get 
hot and sweaty. I want to get 
back to how it was it 2009.” 

It’s been a hard road just to 
get this far back though. 

“I was homeless for a while,” 
admitted Brown, “and I’d lost 
all my guitars because I’d 
pawned them. I was depressed 
and I’d given up on life. 

“It’s really cheered me up 
that people still remember us 
and have time for us because 
the way I was going it was 
going to end one of two ways - 
I’d be dead from drugs or 
down and depressed. 

“There are lots of people I’ve 
grown up with in the music 
business who haven’t got as far 
as I have and I think it would 
be taking the p*** if I didn’t 
make the most of it.”

A NY exercise is good for you, 
right? Well, broadly yes - 
dragging yourself off the 
sofa and to the gym can 
help reduce the risk of 
various diseases, improve your 
mental state and extend your life. 

However, when it comes to 
exercise, there definitely can be too 
much of a good thing. 

It might seem that the more hours 
you spend working out, the better - 
but it is possible to over-exert 
yourself, and this can be hugely 
damaging for your body. 

Here, Dr Emil Hodzovic from 
Medichecks.com reveals what 
overexercising means, and what 
actually happens when you 
consistently train too hard... 


IT CAN HAPPEN TO ANYONE 

OBVIOUSLY, professional athletes 
have to be wary of over-exercising, 
but don't be fooled into thinking that 
it can't affect the average gym-goer as 
well. This doesn't mean that anyone 
who's done a gruelling spin class is 
overdoing it. 

Dr Hodzovic says: "It's different 
from merely being tired after a 
good workout or aching the 
next day. It's when these 
symptoms stick around for 
days and weeks on end." 

Overexercising isn't just 
going too hard in your training. 

Dr Hodzovic says it is a 
"combination of both training 
too much and recovering too 
little” 

It's also important to think of 
the quality of your recovery. 


"Staying up for three nights on 
energy drinks and pizza to finish an 
assignment or project can contribute 
hugely to the 'inadequate recovery' 
part of the equation," Dr Hodzovic 
explains. 

SHORT-TERM EFFECTS 

UNFORTUNATELY, Dr Hodzovic 
says over-exercising is "hard to define 
or identify',' because the line might be 
very different for different people. 

However, there are some short¬ 
term symptoms that could suggest 
you are taking things a little too far 
and not resting enough. 

This includes a low mood and 
minimal motivation, which is 
particularly telling because exercise 
should release endorphins and 
ultimately boost your mood and 
energy levels. The same goes for poor 
sleep, something else that working 
out should help improve, if you're 
getting the timings right. 

It also could have an impact on the 
quality of your workouts. Chances 
are, if you're overdoing it, your body 
will be so tired that your performance 
won't be as good as you're used to, 


Overdoing it can increase chances of an injury 



and the intensity that you're able to 
train at will go down as a result. 

Physically, it's a no-brainer that 
overdoing it can give you pain in your 
muscles and joints, as well as 
increase the chance of injuries. 

Dr Hodzovic says: "These are 
caused by a host of physiological 
effects within the body, some of 
which can be measured directly. 

"These can include blood tests and 
heart rate measurements.” 

LONG-TERM EFFECTS 

EXERCISE addiction is a very real 
and dangerous phenomenon. It's 
unsurprising really - just think of the 
runner's high, which often makes 
people want to pound the pavements 
more and more. 

Social media can be part of the 
picture too, increasing the pressure 
to fit in with unrealistic body 
expectations, and encouraging 
people to compare their own 
progress with that of others. 

Exercise addiction can also often 
come hand in hand with orthorexia 
- an obsession with eating so-called 
'healthy' or 'clean' foods. 

As well as having a short¬ 
term impact, over-exercising 
can have significant long-term 
effects. Dr Hodzovic describes 
how the constant stress on 
your body can change certain 
hormone levels, which might 
make it harder for diseases to 
be detected. 

He says: "Salivary cortisol 

1 can help to identify serious 
disorders of cortisol 
production, such as Cushing's 
disease, but can also allude to

increases in stress, including training 
stress. 

"Hormones such as testosterone, 
oestradiol and the thyroid hormones 
can also be suppressed by over¬ 
training and exacerbated by 
suboptimal nutrition, especially 
when taken to the extremes.” 

WHAT CAN YOU DO ABOUT IT? 

UNSURE whether you might be 
overexercising? Dr Hodzovic says 
using blood markers for baseline 
readings of your hormones to see 
how they change over time, which 
can often be an indicator that you're 
putting your body under too much 
stress, can be helpful. 

"Heart rate variability and lying 
and standing heart rate readings are 
also used to assess recovery and 
over-training status," he adds. 

However, Dr Hodzovic's main 
recommendation for seeing if you are 
pushing it too hard is remarkably 


easy and unscientific. 

"One of the most effective tools is 
simply keeping an accurate training 
and performance log along with how 
you feel day to day, both in regards to 
training but also in terms of moods 
and feelings,” he says. 

"Irritability, anger, depression, 
apathy and increased perceived rates 
of exertion can all be signs of 
over-training, especially when there 
is no other obvious cause.” 

Dr Hodzovic says the solutions to 
over-training are simple enough, but 
might be tough to implement. 

"They include allowing adequate 
time for rest and recovery, ensuring 
adequate sleep, hydration and 
nutrition and even training in a 
different way for a period of time,” he 
says. 

Addictions in any form can be 
damaging, physically and mentally, 
so it's important to remember: In 
exercise, as in life, balance is key.

■ EATING lots of potatoes, 
rice and pasta helps lose 
weight faster than counting 
calories alone, a study found. 

Those looking to shed the 
pounds can fill up quicker on 
less "energy-dense" foods so 
they have fewer cravings for 
snacks and junk food. 

Fresh fruit, vegetables, lean 
meat, fish, eggs and pulses 
have the same effect. They 
typically have fewer calories 
than processed foods. 


Study leader Dr Nicola 
Buckland, from Leeds 
University, said: "A lot of 
people give up on diets 
because they feel hungry 
between meals. Our research 
shows eating low-density 
foods helps." 

Thirty-seven overweight 


women who ate low energy 
density food for 14 weeks lost 
an average 12lbs 13oz. 

■ LONDONERS are most likely 
to share photos of their food 
on social media than Brits 
from any other region, new 
research shows. One in five 
admitted to posting "food 
porn" selfies, followed by 
people in the Midlands at 
16%, Wales at 12% and the 
South-east at 10%. 


■ UK OFFICE workers spend 
an alarmingly limited amount 
of time outdoors each day, 
putting their health and 
wellbeing at risk. The study of 
1,000 UK office workers found 
that almost 40% spend a 
maximum of just 15 minutes 
outside. 

This is even less than 
prisoners, who require "at 
least one hour of suitable 
exercise in the open air daily", 
according to UN guidelines.

Yes, 
exercise and wellbeing are 
big business - it's a market 
that's expected to be worth £22.8 
billion by 2020. 

Consumer spending on gym 
membership soared by 44% in 
2015 and has been climbing ever 
since. With healthy cookbooks, 
boutique gyms, high-end trainers, 
designer workout gear and a raft of 
gadgets to track just about every 
part of your body and workout - it 
would seem that to get in shape, 
you need to dig deep. 

But that's just not the case. Many 
people think that to get fit and 
healthy that they have to spend 
big, but that's a dangerous 
myth that needs to be quashed. 
Becoming healthier can, in many 
ways, be free and be as simple as 
adding a ten-minute brisk walk 
into your daily routine. 

JUST MOVE MORE 

YOU don't actually have to spend 
a penny on getting fit. To become 
fitter and get healthier we just 
need to move more. Some 
activities, such as walking, running 
and playing football with the kids 
are completely free (you might just 
need to buy/borrow some 
trainers). 

Your local park might have free 
football and rugby pitches, tennis 
courts and even a running track if 
you don't have access to a garden 
or don't like running on the streets. 

You can find innovative and easy 
ways to add more movement into 
your day - get off your bus or train 
a stop early, walk the kids to 
school, have a dance competition 
in the lounge on a rainy day or take 
the stairs instead of the lift.

THE internet is often given a bad 
rap for gluing us to our screens, 
however it can also be an 
invaluable tool when getting 
healthy without spending money. 

Not only will you find lots of 
exercise, workout and yoga/ 
stretching videos, there are plenty 
of tips on family fitness, healthy 
recipes and groups where you can 
find advice, help and support 
when the going gets tough. 

lust make sure you choose the 
most highly rated videos, or videos 
form a trusted source like a health 
provider or qualified coach, to 
make sure you're learning from the 
best. The NHS website has a page 
of free gym workouts, five and 
ten-minute workouts and even a 
12-week fitness programme, all at 
no cost.

A GOOD place to find free classes 
and groups is your local park or 
community notice board. There 
are often lots of family sessions, 
community led classes or groups 
that meet up and exercise together. 

Some classes may make a 
charge of a few pounds, but this 
will be much cheaper than a 


£575-a-month gym membership 
like Prince Harry's! If you can't find 
a group doing an activity you enjoy 
- why not start one? 

BE WEB WISE 

CHECK out parkrun.org.uk, 
tennisforfree.com or other 
national sports websites. Sporting 
bodies often offer free sessions for 
adults and children to try out a 
new activity. 

Your local council, sports trust 
or charities may also run similar 
schemes, so it's worth checking out 
their websites or following them 
on social media platforms. 

LOOK PAST THE LABELS 

WE all like to look good, but 
snagging the most instagrammable 
outfit for your workout is probably 
going to leave you broke - and 


won't do much to help your fitness 
goals! Some outfits can cost 
upwards of £200 and that's without 
the most important bit, the 
trainers... 

Some activities do require 
specific kit to keep you safe or 
comfortable - a box for cricket, 
swimming costume, padded shorts 
for cycling or a hockey stick for 
example - but you can get active in 
anything light and easy to move in, 
especially when you're just starting 
out.

The 
added benefit of being a member 
is that you will have free access to 
all the facilities for as little or as 
much time as you want you each 
week. 

Do your research as some gyms 
offer unlimited classes as part of 
your monthly payment - classes 
are an interesting and fun way to 
keep fit (which will keep you going 
back for more). 

APP-ILY EVER AFTER 

SOME branded fitness trackers can 
be very expensive, but unless 
you're a word-class athlete or 
training for major sporting 
challenge like a marathon, you 
don't need a costly fitness tracker. 
There are lots of low cost trackers 
online, so it's good to do a bit of 
research and ask people you 
know. 

And the truth is, you don't even 
need a tracker! There are plenty of 
free apps to download which cover 
workouts, running styles, walking 
routes and much more. 

There are also plenty that track 
food intake, exercise and step 
count. 

The NHS' Couch to 5K is an 
excellent free app that gently 
takes you from coach potato to 
proficient runner in nine weeks.

HOW DO I GET MY DAUGHTER 
TO TELL ME IF SHE IS 
BEING BULLIED ONLINE? 


Q l THINK my 12-year-old daughter is 
being bullied online. She hasn't 
said anything but I've seen her in 
tears looking at her phone, and one of 
her friends hinted that she might be 
being cyberbullied. What should I do? 


A DR Liam Hackett, anti-bullying 
activist and CEO of Ditch the Label 
(ditchthelabel.org), says: "One of the 
biggest reasons young people don't 
talk about any negative issues or 
cyberbullying they're experiencing 
online is because they're embarrassed 
or scared of getting told off by their 
parents. Therefore, first and foremost, 
reassure her that you love her 
unconditionally and that she can talk to 
you about absolutely anything that 
may be bothering her. 

"Another way to get 
her to open up to you 
could be by spending 
some quality time 
together, as mother 
and daughter, away 
from technology, 
whether that be 
shopping, going to the 
cinema or just going 
for a walk, for 
example. This will 
hopefully help her to 
feel relaxed and more 
likely to talk about her feelings. 

"Once you think she feels 
comfortable, try to talk to her in a 
natural way about her friends and 
about her online life. 

"Try proactively asking, in a 
non-confrontational and non- 
judgemental way, about what she 
enjoys about the internet and social 
media, and if there's anything in 
particular she's concerned about, as 
this could spark a conversation on any 
issues she's having. 

"Legally, most social networks 
require children to be 13 years old 
before they can sign up, so if she's 
already online, it's normal and 
reasonable for you to ask to work with 
her through her privacy settings, and 
to effectively hand-hold to ensure she's 
safe. However, if she's active on social 
media and private or secretive about it, 
building trust and respect is key. 

"Finally, make sure she's aware of 
support services like Ditch the Label, as 
here she can get advice and support 
from our trained mentors. It may also 
be a good idea to take a look through 
some of our resources together, such 
as our research, and ask her what she 
thinks. 

"Our resources not only work for 
kids but can also be beneficial for 
parents, and by asking for her opinion 
on something social media or 
cyberbullying-related, she may be more 
likely to open up to you and tell you 
about her own experiences.”

NIGEL HEATH finds 
out why so many Brits 
are passionate about 
the island's charms 

H E'S the hotel's longest-stay¬ 
ing guest. He arrived one 
day and has been there for 
almost 60 years... still shows 
no signs of leaving. 

He is Colombo, a giant tortoise 
who wanders around the lush 
grounds of a former 18th century 
manor house on the enchanting 
Atlantic island of Madeira. 

Many other visitors, first arriving 
on cruise ships, have been so 
captivated that they've flown back 
here time and again from the UK. 

Little wonder, when they can enjoy 
a temperate year-round climate, 
exotic flora and stunning coastal and 
mountainous scenery. 

Colombo's home - and formerly 
that of England's Napoleonic Wars 
general William Beresford - is the 
small and exclusive Quinta Jardins 
Do Lago Hotel overlooking the 
capital, Funchal. 

We arrived on a Monday in time for 
lunch by the pool and spent the rest 
of the day wandering around the 
exotic grounds which have more than 
600 species of plants. 

We'd only just set out to walk to the 
harbour the following morning when 
we met a crocodile of children on 
their way up to the hotel's vegetable 
garden to learn about herbs. 

Continuing our descent through 
quaint and narrow streets, we 
reached Funchal's wide and bustling 
promenade where we basked in the 
holiday atmosphere along with 
crowds of visitors just landed from 
the three gleaming white cruise ships 
towering over the harbour. 

Since the country joined the EU in 
1980, Madeira has benefitted 
substantially from investment in roads 
and, more importantly, tunnels which 
have greatly improved accessibility for 
islanders and tourists alike. 

We spent that afternoon on a 
Funchal 'must do' experience, a 
guided tour of Blandy's centuries-old 
lodge where the famous Madeira 
wine is produced. 

Back in those far-off days when 
barrels of Madeira were exported to 
British India, it was discovered the 
wine improved on its voyage through 
the tropics so exposure to heat is now 
part of the maturing process. 

Steeply sloping vine-covered 
terraces, together with thousands of 
banana plants, were much in 
evidence as we left Funchal on a 
small group bus tour the following 
morning. 

Climbing ever higher through 
wooded areas of pine and 
eucalyptus, we eventually crossed to 
the far steeper northern side of the 13 
mile-wide island at a height of some 
3,000 feet before descending through 
shady forests of laurel to reach the

small coastal town of San Vincente. 

From here it was a short, dramatic 
coastal drive via tunnels through 
towering coastal cliffs to reach Porto 
Monz, the most north westerly point 
of the 35 mile-long island. 

Here we dined on fish while 
overlooking the ocean before 
continuing our tour, winding up and 
over Madeira, whose highest 
mountain, Pico Ruivo towers to more 
than 6,000 feet. 

Instead of returning to the Quinta 
Jardins Du Lago we were dropped off 
at the five-star Cliff Bay Hotel, which 
enjoys a stunning position over the 
harbour. 

A surprise treat was in store the 
following morning as we breakfasted 
in the terraced restaurant 
overlooking lovely gardens. 

We'd left Colombo behind but 
now we were to make the acquaint¬ 
ance of a Harris Hawk called 
Thonder who my wife Jenny spotted 
sitting quietly on a railing with his 
keeper, Norberto. 

He explained that he or a 
colleague visited the hotel with the 
hawk for a couple of hours every 
day to deter pigeons or seagulls 
from nesting or roosting there. 

After breakfast we ascended by 
cable car to the famous botanical 
and Monte Palace Gardens, 
followed by a thrilling wicker 


toboggan ride back 
down. 

The toboggans were 
introduced by a British 
merchant in the early 
19th century as a means of 
moving freight down the steep 
hill to the old town, and then 
someone came up with the bright 
idea of putting a seat on them. 

Later, we calmed our nerves in the 
tranquil Palheiro Gardens high 
above the city and lunched on home¬ 
made quiche in its little tea house. 

No visit to Madeira would be 
complete without taking a walk 
along one of its famous Levada water 
channels, introduced in the 18th 
century as a means of irrigating the 
hundreds of man-made vegetable 


and fruit growing 
terraces clinging to 
the mountainous 
terrain. 

There are dozens of 
them at varying heights 
all around Madeira, of which 
28 are officially designated walking 
routes, giving visitors a wonderful 
opportunity to explore the 
countryside. 

A visit to Funchal's Friday market 
was rewarded by a mouthwatering 
display of locally caught fish and a 
vast array of exotic fruits all grown 
on Madeira. 

There were 15 different varieties of 
passion fruit alone - just another 
reason why so many return visitors 
are passionate about Madeira.

into sorting out a flat 
that's dripping with 
damp and riddled 
with mould - 20 
years after the 
tenant first complained. 

It's an extreme case. But with more 
people than ever renting, both sides 
need to know their responsibilities. 
Ignoring repairs leaves tenants 
shelling out cash for sub-standard 
properties. And landlords facing 
higher bills the longer the problem is 
left - or, possibly, legal enforcement 
orders. 

The rules can be complex. And 
much depends on the exact wording 
of the agreement. Before moving in, 
renters should read their tenancy 
agreement. This should specify who is 
responsible for what. Generally, major 
items such as roofs, walls, doors, 
windows, kitchens and bathrooms are 
down to the property owner. 

Landlords can charge tenants if 
renters or their friends cause damage. 

Owners should have insurance 
against fire, flood and other disasters. 

In furnished accommodation 
tenants are often responsible for the 
contents - furniture, crockery, kitchen 
equipment and appliances - as well as 
their own possessions. Who does 
what should be clear from the tenancy 
agreement - which should also list 
items belonging to the property. 

The first rule is that tenants must 
report damage or disrepair as soon as 
possible. If they leave it, unscrupulous 
owners will try telling renters that they 
have either caused the problem or 
made it worse by "neglect'! 

Tenants should report problems to 
landlords in writing - don't rely on 
phone or face to face - keeping a 
record including photos. If the 
landlord fails to repair something, 
especially if it is health or safety 
related, complain to the local council. 

As a tenant, you don't have to 
redecorate before you leave unless

If the landlord has not fitted a smoke or 
gas alarm, you should. But who sorts out 
damp depends on what is causing it

you have damaged the walls or you 
are legally obliged. If you really want 
to redecorate, ask the landlord first. 

Utilities - electricity, gas, water, 
broadband/phone lines - are a grey 
area. While tenants are normally 
expected to pay for these, either side 
may have to fork out to keep some or 
all in good repair. 

But landlords cannot opt out of gas, 
electricity, furniture and fire safety. 
Landlords must employ a Gas Safe 
registered person to check appliances 
including boilers once a year. 

There are special rules for HMOs - 
Houses in Multiple Occupation, 
where a property is let out to three or 
more unrelated people who share a 
kitchen, bathroom or both. These 
focus on fire precautions and 
overcrowding. 

Landlords should keep properties 
in good repair - partly to maintain 
good relations with tenants, and to 
avoid difficulties with insurance 
policies, but also to help the house or 
flat keep its value.

WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW 


■ Negotiate an agreement over minor 
repairs such as replacing light bulbs 
that benefits both sides. 

■ Tenants should ask landlords 
before replacing items with their own. 

■ Tenants should install smoke and 
gas detectors if landlords have 
ignored their duty here. These can be 
free to low earners. 

■ Condensation could be the building 
- or simply not opening windows after 
cooking, bathing or drying clothes. 

■ There's no set time for repairs but 
items such as cookers and central 
heating/hot water must be 
prioritised. 

■ Tenants who return property in 
poor repair should not be surprised if 
landlords withhold all or part of the 
deposit.

P eonies are the 

epitome of blousy 
English gardening. 
Their luxury floral 
rosettes not only 
enhance any self- 
respecting British 
border, but also 

inspire artists and fashion designers 
who adore their sumptuous range of 
colour and layers of texture. Both their 
foliage and flowers exude beauty. 

I've planted a few in my garden 
recently, taking care to ensure the soil 
has been enhanced through the 
addition of dollops of well-rotted 
manure. 

I added a spadeful or two into the 
planting hole, which will feed these 
hungry specimens and ensure that 
moisture is retained around the roots. 

If you plant them into rich fertile 
soil they will need minimal, if any, 
feeding thereafter. 

On poorer soils you will need to 
feed with a slow-release fertiliser 
every spring. For optimum flowering, 
plant in full sunshine. 

The most important thing to 
remember when planting herbaceous 
peonies is that 
they don't like 
going in too 
deep - the 
tubers should 
be no more 
than an inch 
below soil. 

Bear this in 
mind also 
when you are 
mulching your 
borders - 
don't bury the 
crowns in a 
thick mulch, 
just mulch 
around but 
not on top of 
the crown. 

Burying them 
is the most 
common 

reason for a lack of flowers. 

They like moist but well-drained 
soil so if your soil is a very heavy clay it 
would benefit from having additional 
humus material added, such as 
garden compost or some grit, to 
improve the drainage. 

The most commonly planted 
peonies are the herbaceous varieties, 
with beautiful bowl-shaped silky 
flowers, which die down overwinter 
and then you see their fat red buds 
poking through the soil in spring.

deciduous shrubs which form a 
permanent woody stem and usually 
have large, often spectacular, flowers. 

These like some shelter from winter 
and spring frost as their early blooms 
can be damaged. 

Check when you're buying them if 
they are grafted on to herbaceous 
rootstock. If this is the case, you will 
plant them quite deeply so you won't 


get suckers from the root stock. 

But did you know that there is a 
third type of peony? It is called Itoh 
and it's a cross breed between 
herbaceous and tree peonies, 


combining the best characteristics of 
both. 

These amazing hybrids don't need 
staking as they have a woody stem to 
support them, but they don't grow to

JOBS FOR THE WEEK 



■ Tall perennials are shooting 
up so put in stakes or supports 
to help show off their blooms 
and prevent them bending over 
or snapping. Or you can do the 
Chelsea chop which involves 
cutting back perennials in their 
stride to make them bushier and 
less likely to flop over. This 
reduces the need for staking 
and can produce more flowers. 

Plants that will benefit from 
this include heleniums, sedums, 
rudbeckia, phlox and solidago. 

You can also choose to chop 
some plants, and leave some 


alone so you will have different 
flowering times and heights. 

■ Plants grown in containers will 
need TLC. Remove old compost 
and replace with fresh and keep 
fed fortnightly and well watered. 

■ Aphids and greenflies are 
busy reproducing... check plants, 
especially roses, for infestations 
and remove what you see by 
hand. You can also use organic 


pest sprays which are natural 
fatty acid mixtures that destroy 
the insects, or make up a very 
dilute soapy mixture. 

■ Add baking powder to water 
and spray on roses to prevent 
mildew and black spot. 

■ In the veg garden, asparagus 
and rhubarb growers will be 
harvesting the fruits of their 
labour - cut asparagus spears 


before they get too tall. Harden 
off outdoor tomatoes and 
courgettes for planting out in 
June. 

■ Sow lettuce, radish, spring 
onions and carrots fortnightly. 

■ Check lilies for scarlet lily 
beetles and remove by hand - 
otherwise you may be left with 
ragged foliage. 

■ Are your dahlia tubers ready 
for planting out? You will be 
frost free now, or shortly.

compact like herbaceous peonies. 

They have the show-stopping flowers of 
tree peonies and flower for longer, 
sometimes blooming twice. 

Like tree peonies they have a wide range 
of colours, including yellow, pink and 
apricot. Their foliage is handsome as well, 
turning red in autumn. 

The Itoh varieties are more expensive to 


buy, but when you take into account their 
strong points they are well worth the extra 
investment. 

Choice cultivars to look out for are Cora 
Louise, with flowers that are white with a 
dramatic magenta flare at the base of the 
petal. Bartzella produces beautiful golden 
yellow, lemon-scented blooms. 

Finally Hilary, which offers your garden 
a dash of pink loveliness. 


SILENE DIOICA 

Silene is a pretty spring 
flowering native that 
can be found in shady 
hedgerows and 
woodlands. 

Although known as 
red campion, its flowers 
are a vivid pink making 
it a great plant for 


bringing colour to shady 
areas. 

While it's happy in 
most types of soil, it 
doesn't like very acidic 
conditions and prefers 
to be damp. It's easy to 
grow and reguires little 
maintenance.

L ow emissions, hybrid power and 
hydrogen fuel cells...the future for 
motoring looks very different from 
the high octane past when 
horsepower ruled the road and only 
the lily-livered balked at high speed. 

At the risk of sounding like a refugee from 
the days of the old Top Gear, political 
correctness, conservation and fear of the 
outrageous have taken over - well almost. 

But then, something comes along restore a 
sense of fun and fast living. 

That ‘something’ for me arrived in the 
shape of the Ford Mustang 5.0-litre V8 GT, a 
muscle car from the old school with two 
belching exhaust pipes, big band sound and 
enough grunt to almost melt your backbone. 
With 415bhp to call on, rear wheel drive

and even a manual gearbox, it is a journey - 
a very fast one - into the past. Except, unlike 
American sports cars of old this Ford 
handles the curves as well as the straights. 

And it rides, steers and brakes just like a 
pedigree European GT with smoothness, 
precision and progression. 

The massive plus - apart from a surge to 
62mph in just over four seconds - is the 
price. At a few quid under £40,000, this is the 
bargain of the century. Mind you, it’s best to 
have deep pockets for your fuel bills. The 
low 20s is par for course in normal driving 
and press-on stuff resulted in an average of 


18mpg during my tenure. 

Despite its considerable size, the cabin 
remains a two-plus-two with decent rear 
seats that are comfortable enough once 
accessed. Driver and front seat passenger are 
well catered for with heated/cooled power 
seats, eight inch sat nav touchscreen, power¬ 
folding door mirrors, full leather and 
Bluetooth. 

The boot - a conventional separate entitity 
rather than a hatch on this, the Fastback 
version - is big enough for weekends away 
but not commensurate with the car’s size. 


Behind the big, slightly dished steering 
wheel you can, if the mood takes you, almost 
pretend you are Steve McQueen blipping the 
throttle to the muffled throb of the eight 
cylinders. A row of switches in front of the 
gear lever allow you to select your driving 
style - normal, sport+, track or snow/wet. 

For the brave or foolish, there’s also 
Launch Control, but I stayed away from that 
one on busy A-roads and greasy country 
lanes. 

It revs easily and loudly up towards 
6,000rpm and the gearchange is quick and 
smooth though relatively long throw. As you 
might expect, the clutch is quite heavy and 
matches the steering which loads up nicely 
as you press on through bends. 

Despite traction control the tail can be 
coaxed out a tad on sweeping curves. It’s all 
very predictable and easy to fetch back. The 
sort of car that flatters its driver. 

It’s hard to imagine the Mustang was 
created more than 50-years ago back in 1964 
and still the design is aesthetically appealing. 
The latest car, the sixth generation - now 
with right hand drive thankfully - was 
designed by Brit Moray Callum and feels 
perfectly at home on our roads. 

I would say it’s a breath of fresh air in 
today’s motoring scene, but then a glance at 
the C02 emissions level - 299g/km - proves 
that this could be a contentious point.

For a start, I grew 
up and became aware what 
you can’t afford right now 
you can borrow/use a plastic 
card/or sell something else 
to get what you want. 

And the climate generally 
has changed in these get- 
now-pay-later days. 

Best of all, most of the 
time you can have the best 
of both worlds. This was 
never clearer than recently 
when I borrowed a BMW 4 
Series Gran Coupe. 

Here was a comfy, large 
five-door with the opening 
tailgate of a hatch and the 
luggage capacity of decent¬ 
sized estate car. 

Yet it’s got the sculptured, 
rakish profile of racy coupe. 
And to top it all, under the 
bonnet is a thumping great 
six-cylinder turbo diesel that 
delivers enough clout to 


shame many two-seater 
sports cars. 

As if all this doesn’t 
demolish the demon 
‘compromise’ word, its real 
world economy of around 
44mpg makes it pretty 
reasonable to run. Of course 
at north of £45,000, it’s not 
exactly cheap to buy. 

It’s a formula that has 
worked for BMW as well for 
us Brits who buy around 
10,000 4 Series a year ... even 
more than the cheaper two- 
door Coupe. 

In 435d M Sport guise, it 
comes with all wheel drive 
xDrive system which in 
normal conditions delivers a 
bias to the rear wheels 
allowing an appropriately 
sporty feel as well as 
ensuring all the 313bhp can 
be fed to both axles. 

Eight-speed automatic 
transmission is standard 
together with a choice of 
driving modes including 
Sport and Sport Plus and 
steering wheel paddle- 
change for an extra dose of 
fun when required. 

It’s a fuss-free, fast and 
efficient system that makes 
you wonder why anyone 
should want a clutch pedal 
next to the brake and 
accelerator. 

Despite its practical nature 
the 435d is a true driver’s car 
with crisp handling and 


enough power to blast to 
62mph in under five 
seconds. Top speed is 
electronically limited to 
155mph. 

The true advantage in such 
heady acceleration is the 
ease of overtaking - with 
oodles of torque available a 
pass can be carried out in 
just a few seconds. 

The straight six diesel is a 
bit gruff on start up, but 
soon calms down and long 
before the legal limit is 
merely a background 
whisper. 

The cabin is smart though 
somewhat Teutonically 
austere looking with acres of 
dark plastic mouldings and 
similarly sombre roof lining. 
Controls, dials and central 
touch screen appear solid 
and well made. 

Room up front and in the 
back is ample for four and 
perhaps even five, though 
the ceiling height in the rear 
is a bit lower than the 
saloon. And the opening 
hatchback boot is truly 
cavernous with space for 480 
litres of cargo. The rear seats 
can be folded to expand this 
to around 1300 litres. 

BMW and the 4 Series are 
clearly doing their best to 
make the word ‘compromise’ 
is banished from the 
dictionary. The sooner the 
better for me.

NEW MUSTANG: FUN AND FAST LIVING 



L ow emissions, hybrid 
power and hydrogen 
fuel cells...the future 
for motoring looks 
very different from 
the high octane past when 
horsepower ruled the road 
and only the lily-livered 
balked at high speed. 

At the risk of sounding like 
a refugee from the days of 
the old Top Gear, political 
correctness, conservation 
and fear of the outrageous 
have taken over - well 
almost. 

But then, something 
comes along restore a sense 
of fun and fast living. 

That ‘something’ for me 
arrived in the shape of the 
Ford Mustang 5.0-litre V8 
GT, a muscle car from the 
old school with two belching 
exhaust pipes, big band 
sound and enough grunt to 
almost melt your backbone. 

With 415bhp to call on, 
rear wheel drive and even a 
manual gearbox, it is a 
journey - a very fast one - 
into the past. Except, unlike 
American sports cars of old 
this Ford handles the curves 


as well as the straights. 

And it rides, steers and 
brakes just like a pedigree 
European GT with 
smoothness, precision and 
progression. 

The massive plus - apart 


from a surge to 62mph in 
just over four seconds - is 
the price. At a few quid 
under £40,000, this is the 
bargain of the century. Mind 
you, it’s best to have deep 
pockets for your fuel bills. 


The low 20s is par for course 
in normal driving and press- 
on stuff resulted in an 
average of 18mpg during my 
tenure. 

Despite its considerable 
size, the cabin remains a 


two-plus-two with decent 
rear seats that are 
comfortable enough once 
accessed. Driver and front 
seat passenger are well 
catered for with heated/ 
cooled power seats, eight 
inch sat nav touchscreen, 
power-folding door mirrors, 
full leather and Bluetooth. 

The boot - a conventional 
separate entitity rather than 
a hatch on this, the Fastback 
version - is big enough for 
weekends away but not 
commensurate with the car’s 
size. 

Behind the big, slightly 
dished steering wheel you 
can, if the mood takes you, 
almost pretend you are Steve 
McQueen blipping the 
throttle to the muffled throb 
of the eight cylinders. A row 
of switches in front of the 
gear lever allow you to select 
your driving style - normal, 
sport+, track or snow/wet. 

For the brave or foolish, 
there’s also Launch Control, 
but I stayed away from that 
one on busy A-roads and 
greasy country lanes. 

It revs easily and loudly up 


towards 6,000rpm and the 
gearchange is quick and 
smooth though relatively 
long throw. As you might 
expect, the clutch is quite 
heavy and matches the 
steering which loads up 
nicely as you press on 
through bends. 

Despite traction control 
the tail can be coaxed out a 
tad on sweeping curves. It’s 
all very predictable and easy 
to fetch back. The sort of car 
that flatters its driver. 

It’s hard to imagine the 
Mustang was created more 
than 50-years ago back in 
1964 and still the design is 
aesthetically appealing. The 
latest car, the sixth 
generation - now with right 
hand drive thankfully - was 
designed by Brit Moray 
Callum and feels perfectly at 
home on our roads. 

I would say it’s a breath of 
fresh air in today’s motoring 
scene, but then a glance at 
the C02 emissions level - 
299g/km - proves that this 
could be a contentious point. 

A wonderful car 
nevertheless...

I talian singers are often 
short in stature but big 
in heart and voice, 
rather like the Fiat 
Panda 4x4. 

The cheeky all-wheel- 
drive car is part of a 
compact 12-model range 
sharing a five-door body. 

We tried the 4x4 with the 
95ps diesel engine and a 
five-speed manual gearbox. 

The Panda has a pedigree 
going back over three 
generations to 1980 and it’s 
gradually grown from three 
to five doors and today 
includes the useful all- 
wheel-drive transmission, 
ideal for those Italian 
mountain winter roads or 
British flash winters. 

You just never know when 
you need 4x4 but ultimately 
you’ll be glad you have it. 

There are few small 4x4 
models on UK sale and 
perhaps not surprisingly 
they are in demand, putting 
comparatively inexpensive 
winter cars in everyone’s 
hands and proving you 
don’t have to live with big 
and thirsty off-roaders all 
year round to keep going 


when others cannot over a 
few days or weeks. 

The Fiat Panda 4x4 may 
lack sheer horsepower but it 
effectively uses what it has 
and it requires no thought 
from the driver to keep going 
when roads deteriorate. 

The engine is smooth, a 
little throbbing at times, but 
it also proves flexible and 
economical as our overall 
consumption figure 
indicates. Matched to the 
five-speed manual gearbox 
it’s lively if lacking in 
outright power and it sounds 
busy at higher revs in the 
intermediate ratios but is 
more composed when 
cruising. A sixth gear would 
make a difference. 

The light clutch and 
gearchange are delightful to 
use, the brakes are up to 
their job but I don’t think the 
City Brake Control should be 
a £285 extra and the parking 
brake hand-grip is not 
particularly good. 

The Panda’s power 
steering lacks ultimate feel 
although the turning circle is 
good and it’s reasonably 
weighted with power 


assistance. 

The secondary controls are 
not a minefield as in some 
modern cars so you rarely 
make a mistake and the 
simple instruments are 
another delight. They may be 
basic but they are clear and 
there’re a few warning lights 
to backup essential checks. 

Similarly, the heating and 
ventilation is 

straightforward, works well 


and comfortably fills the 
little cabin, with powered 
front windows as well, but 
there is no sunroof available. 

The optional automatic 
climate control was fitted 
along with some other extras 
including the offset split 
back seat instead of a single 
one, passenger seat folding 
table, parking sensors and 
winter-pack, and total 
options’ cost was £2,150 on 


top of the £16,550 price. 

Oddments space is 
surprisingly good for a small 
car and the bootspace is 
capable of taking a few 
shopping bags or a medium 
sized case before it has to be 
extended as the rear seats 
fold flat. 

Access is good, even if the 
back passenger doors are 
small and the fifth door 
opens high with a fairly low 


lip over which to lift items. 
Getting into the front was 
much easier. 

All seats are on the short 
side for leg support but the 
front pair have good location 
for the occupants’ backs and 
their adjustment is adequate 
unless you’re very tall. 

The seats are not 
particularly thick so what the 
suspension cannot absorb 
on a poor surface the seats 
also struggle to smooth out. 
The short wheelbase of 2.3 
meters does give a choppy 
ride at times. 

The payback to that is, 
however, good 
maneuverability either when 
parking in a tight space or 
easing through twisting lanes 
or tracks. Road-holding is 
good. 

You can hear the 
suspension doing its job and 
road noise is ever present 
but the engine note only 
intrudes at higher revs and 
other mechanical and wind 
sounds are low. 

Once you appreciate the 
Panda 4x4 limits it’s a car 
you can make a song and 
dance about.

F or a new car to win 
one top international 
award is a major 
coup for any car 
maker - to win 
another is quite 
unprecedented so no 
wonder they are all smiles 
currently in the Swedish 
Volvo camp. 

They have every reason to 
be with their XC40 Sports 
Utility Vehicle having already 
won the highly prestigious 
World Car title followed this 
up by taking the European 
Car of the Year title plus now 
many other motoring media 
accolades. 

So this XC40 - the smallest 
of Volvo’s SUV models - 
must be a really good car 
with all this praise flying 
around and obviously as a 
result becoming the 
company’s fastest selling 
model. 

With a choice of six trim 
levels, diesel and petrol 
engines, manual or 
automatic transmissions, 
two and four-wheel-drive 
and sensibly prices starting 
at £27,905 it’s easy to see 
why it fast gaining popularity 
in the medium SUV sector. 
This will increase further 


later this year when a hybrid 
model plus a three cylinder 
petrol engine are added to 
the range that currently 
starts with Momentum trim 
level before moving up to R- 
Design and R-Design Pro, 
Inscription and Inscription 
Pro and finally First Edition, 
this latter one the subject of 
this road test. 

Sitting on a new Volvo 
platform to be used later on 
for smaller company models 
this XC40 is not a mere 
slimmed down version of its 
two bigger sisters - the XC90 
and XC60 - as car makers to 
in helping to reduce costs. 

This XC40 looks funkier 
than those pair to start with 
its more striking looks yet 
there’s no getting away from 
it that it’s styled like a 
modern big Volvo and 
overall far more stylish and 
attractive than those old 
Volvo saloons and estates of 
yesteryear with their rather 
boxy-shapes. 

Clearly aimed at the 
younger aged family SUV 
buying sector this XC40 does 
though inherit all the fine 
engineering and build 
qualities of its bigger sisters 
and also with equally with 


the same quality ride and 
handling. 

Although Volvo has 
promised to stop using 
diesel engines in the future 
the four cylinder, 190bhp in 
the test car was extremely 
refined offering a flexible 
enough performance (0 to 
62mph in 7.9 seconds) along 
with excellent mid range 
acceleration for overtaking. 

For a diesel it’s 
exceptionally quiet so much 
so that passengers in the test 
car when asked thought it 
was a petrol engine and for 
the driver this two-litre 
turbocharged engine 
provides good, low down 
torque while it really comes 
into its own on longer 
journeys where it effortlessly 
cruises along with practically 
no wind or transmission 
noise. 

The eight-speed automatic 
gearbox plays its part too 
with responsive and quick 
enough up and down gear 
change movement left in 
automatic mode and just as 
eager and quiet when 
switched into manual mode. 

It’s overall handling and 
driveability is extremely 
good making the driver’s life 


behind the steering wheel so 
easy whether stuck in heavy 
stop/go city traffic or sitting 
at motorway speeds while 
driving sprightly through 
twist country lanes there’s 
little body roll at cornering 
too. 

In terms of fuel economy 
anyone would expect a two- 
litre diesel as in this Volvo to 
return a decent enough fuel 
consumption and it did 
exactly that on test with an 
average of a remarkable 
59.2mpg, bettering the 
official combined figure of 
55.4mpg - and that was out 
the driver trying to be 
economical on the varies test 
routes. 

Sit inside this XC40 and 
yes there are all the strong 
hallmarks of its twin bigger 
sisters again with quality 
furnishings and fittings and 
as with any Volvo today 
exceptionally comfortable 
seats, easily electrically 
adjustable for different 
height and with four-way 
lumbar support with 
memory settings. 

For the driver the digital 
instruments as so easy to 
read and use at a glance with 
few physical buttons around 


and mostly centres on a 
12.3-inch screen plus there is 
voice control too. 

For a newcomer to Volvo 
cars of this stature it will take 
a few minutes to become 
familiarised in using the 
touch screen for so many 
aspects of driving the car but 
once acclimatised there will 
be no stopping. 

The slim windscreen 
pillars are a great help to for 
driver vision and the large 
door mirrors have the Bliss 
system which warns the 
driver of being overtaken on 
those blind spots and as in 
all Volvos there is a high 
level of standard safety 
systems on board. 

The high level of standard 
equipment on board such as 
sat nav, Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto again provide 
what most drivers expect on 
today’s quality models but 
once of the biggest aids 
when manoeuvring the car 
into and out of tight parking 
spots is the bird’s eye view 
camera that immediate 
shows up on the touch 
screen. 

It’s such a simple gadget 
but so, so helpful and it’s a 
driver aid that should be 


used more in more of 
today’s new cars. 

The seats as one would 
expect from Volvo are ultra 
comfortable with such good, 
all round lumbar support 
and the interior finishing has 
plush but soft-faced 
materials plus some smart 
veneer trim to give it that bit 
of extra quality feel. 

There’s plenty of head and 
leg room, front and rear, and 
loads of handy storage 
spaces - particularly useful is 
the pop-out rubbish bin 
between the front seats - 
and also there’s useful 
storage bins for large water 
bottles and laptop cubby¬ 
holes. 

The rear seats split 60/40 
while minimum boot space 
is 432 litres plus there is 
some under boot floor 
storage area if the driver opts 
for not having a spare wheel 
on board while dropping the 
back seat down the load 
capacity shoots up to 1,308 
litres. 

It’s easy to see why this 
XC40 has quickly become 
popular because it‘s easy to 
drive, comfortable and 
inherits all the good qualities 
of those bigger twin sisters.
